How Sports-Entertainment 
Can Often Ruin Families 


It's sad, really. There's nothing quite 
as heartbreaking as watching the sacred 
bonds of family unravel before your very 
eyes. It's something that should never | 
happen, yet, for sports-entertainment | 
fans, it's something they've seen far too 
many times. 

The most recent occurrence of this 


tragic theme played out earlier this year | 


with the utter implosion of Los Guerreros. 

Who would have imagined that such a 

tightly knit clan could be destroyed by 

pettiness and greed the way it was? Even 

formerly "neutral" family members like 

Chavo Guerrero Sr, Chavo's dad and 

Eddie's brother, were drawn into the fray. 

It was almost like a disease spreading out 

of control—a disease of bitterness and | 
rancor. 


through so much, it was devastating to 


watch things fall apart the way they did. | 


These were two men who were WWE Tag 
Team Champions together, but, more 
importantly than that, they were familia. 
Yet, in the end, the dog-eat-dog world 
of sports-entertainment changed them 
forever, just as it has for so many other 
families in the past. 

We've seen it many times, from siblings 
like Edge & Christian and Matt & Jeff 
Hardy. Bret & Owen Hart waged such a 
bitter war that it was easy to forget that 
they actually were brothers. Undertaker 
and Kane, granted, may have already had 
axes to grind way before entering the 
sport, but it certainly didn't help matters 
that both men had such easy access to such 
a socially acceptable form of aggression. 

Even the McMahons, the first family 
of WWE, have not been immune. What | 


in the end. Sooner or 
For fans that followed Eddie and Chavo | 


is the root cause of this 
sickness that eats away 
at family ties? And, more 
importantly, what can be 
done to prevent more 
families from being torn 
apart by the rigors of the 
canvas jungle? 

This isn't even the 
first time that Eddie and 
Chavo have been at each 
others’ throats. Their first 
flare-up took place back 
іп their WCW days. At 
that time, Eddie played 
the role of aggressor, 
while Chavo was the vic- 
tim. Perhaps, then, this 
is all about payback. But 
it still doesn’t take away 
from the fact that the 
business drove these two 
men apart in the first 
place. 

In à world where 
success is so important, 
where loyalties are con- 
stantly threatened by the 
desire for greatness, it's 
clear that even the closest 
of kinship means nothing 


later, jealousy will rear its 
ugly head. It may take سح‎ 
longer than it does for allies who are 
not related by blood, but it will happen 
nonetheless. 

The answer? Simple, actually—don't 
mix business with family. The only way 


to preserve the bond is not to subject it | 


to the stress associated with professional 
alliances. One of the only examples of two 


brothers who survived competing simul- | 
taneously in WWE without ever feuding is | 


that of "Macho Man" Randy Savage and 
"Leaping" Lanny Poffo. That's because 
publicly, they never had anything to do 
with each other. They stayed out of each 
others’ paths and never made a big deal 
out of the fact that they were brothers. 
In fact, how many of you even knew they 
were brothers? 

Will future WWE Superstars take heed 


of this advice? I'd like to say yes, but I’ve |

seen too much to really believe that. With 
the Basham Brothers on SmackDown! and: 
the Dudley Boyz on Raw, we've got two 
more powder kegs just waiting for that 
spark. Heck, it's already happened with 
Bubba Ray and D-Von a couple of times 
before. The hubris of these competitors 
causes them to continually believe that 
their situation is different, that they will 
never fall victim to the pitfalls that have 
undone those who came before them. If 
only they realized their foolishness, there 
might be a chance of preventing further 
tragedy.

Thirty minutes before his WWE Championship match 


against Brock Lesnar at No Way Out, the normally gregarious 
Eddie Guerrero sat alone in his locker room and thought 
about everything he had gone through to get to this point. 
All of his matches, all of his travels, and all of his personal ups 
and downs flooded his mind and threatened to overwhelm 
him. 

“Breathe,” Eddie thought to himself. “Just take a deep 
breath and relax. This is what you've been waiting for your 
whole life. Just breathe and think about what vou have to do 
to beat Brock Lesnar." 

After taking several deep breaths, Guerrero gained a 
measure of calm. His mind began to focus on the match at 
hand, and a smile broke out across his face. He knew that 
if he performed his best, he could defeat the indomitable 
Lesnar. Who cares if most of the public didn't believe he 
could win? Guerrero knew a few things about winning, and, 
most importantly, he believed in himself. 

Earlier in the day, before anyone else arrived at the fabled 
San Francisco Cow Palace, where the match would take place, 
Guerrero stood alone in the ring and thought about all those 
who had helped him over the years and what it would mean 
to them if he became WWE Champion.

On this day, Eddie was determined to bring his shovel 
and do his work. So, alone in the empty arena, Eddie began 
to make his way back to the locker room—as determined to 
succeed as he had ever been. 

“The next time I leave this ring,” Eddie promised himself, 
“I'm going to be leaving as WWE Champion.” 

About 50 yards from where Eddie was sitting alone in his 
locker room, WWE Champion Brock Lesnar prepared to do 
battle himself. Unlike the calm Guerrero, Lesnar was a house 
of fire. Earlier in the evening, Bill Goldberg had shown up— 
against the wishes of both Lesnar and SmackDown! General 
Manager Paul Heyman—and caused some serious trouble. 
After Goldberg ignored Heyman’s orders to leave the premises, 
Lesnar came to the ring, only to get into a physical confron- 
tation with his enemy. Their brief encounter ended when 
Goldberg Jackhammered Lesnar. The champion was furious, 
but there was very little he could do. 

He had a title match against Guerrero later on, so it would 
have been foolish to brawl further with Goldberg. But, it was 
not easy for Lesnar to leave Goldberg alone after what he had 
done to him. Revenge ate away at Lesnar's insides, and he 
was as angry as he had ever been. Loud noises could be heard 
coming from his locker room, and one could only imagine 
how much damage he was doing to the contents within. 
Those who walked by the locker room shook their heads 
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your 


and wondered what this might mean for the championship 
match, 

"I wouldn't want to be Eddie tonight,” said one Superstar 
after he heard what was going on in Lesnar's locker room. 
"Eddie's waited his whole career for this, but as mad as Lesnar 
is tonight, he might actually kill somebody." 


It appeared that the crowd was going to go 
home unhappy—and early. If Guerrero really 
believed in himself, if he ever really wanted 
to show the world that he was stronger than 
his critics thought, now was the time to do it. 


Guerrero, of course, was oblivious to Lesnar's rage. He was 
focused on himself. Then, an official knocked on his door, 
“Eddie, it’s time,” the official said. Eddie took one last look 
in the mirror and nodded to himself. No words, no thoughts 
were necessary. It was time—his time. 

Lesnar was introduced first, and as he walked to the ring, 
if one looked hard enough, one would have sworn that 
he could see the steam coming from his body. The always- 
intense Lesnar not only looked to defend his title, but to 
inflict some serious pain. 
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When Guerrero finally arrived before the crowd, the noise 
was deafening. There was little doubt who the fans were 
behind, and their cheers only served to further his cause. 

The match began, and the crowd remained at a fever 
pitch. But as Lesnar began to release his pent-up frustration 
and take control, a strange lull overcame the Cow Palace. 
Given the circumstances, perhaps, it was too much 
to expect Guerrero to defeat Lesnar, they may have 
been thinking to themselves. 

Five minutes into the match, it looked like 
Guerrero might not make six. A vicious clothesline 
by the champion put "Latino Heat" in jeopardy, and 
it appeared that the crowd was going to go home 
unhappy—and early. If Guerrero really believed in 
himself, if he ever wanted to show the world that he 
was stronger than his critics thought, now was the 
time to do it. 

And do it, he did. He dug deeper into his soul than he 
had ever dug before and fought off Lesnar's onslaught. At the 
11-minute mark, his fortitude paid off. Attempting a running 
knee-lift, Lesnar charged at Guerrero, who was slumped in 
the ring corner. Guerrero saw it coming, however, and slipped 
out of the way at the last moment. The sprinting Lesnar was 
carried over the top rope and onto the outside floor by his 
own momentum. For the first time in the match, Eddie took 
the upper hand, and the crowd sensed that this underdog 
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may yet have his day. 

Guerrero nailed Lesnar with a big suplex, and he then went 
to work on the champion’s knee. At the 16-minute mark, he 
put Lesnar in the Figure-Four leg lock, which further weakened 
his opponent's leg. Four minutes later, as he applied а half- 
crab, for the very first time, the thought of 
Guerrero winning the championship did not 
seem that far-fetched. 

Lesnar did not become champion by acci- 
dent, though, and he managed to fight 
back like all great champions do. His blood 
boiled, and, at one point, his screams could 
be heard throughout the building. 

“Die, Eddie! Just Die!,” he yelled at 


Guerrero while he applied a vicious body scissors. Guerrero, 
well aware that this might be his only chance to win the 
sport's ultimate prize, would not cooperate. He battled on 
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with everything he had. Still, when Lesnar hit his dreaded 
F-5 at the 27-minute mark, Eddie, for all his fight and courage, 
appeared doomed. 

Unbeknownst to Guerrero, however, fate had intervened. 
While Lesnar swung Guerrero around to deliver the F-5, he

slammed him into referee Brian Hebner, who was knocked 
out.

There was no one to count 
him out. 

The crowd now sensed that the gods might have some- 
thing special planned for this evening. And they began to 
chant Guerrero’s name over and over again in hopes that 
their efforts would rally their hero. 

A frustrated Lesnar grabbed his championship belt and 
prepared to further punish Guerrero while the ref was out. 
But as he turned to nail Guerrero, he was hit with the ultimate 
surprise: a spear courtesy of Bill Goldberg, who had rushed 
the ring and left just as quickly. 

As Hebner rose from the canvas, Guerrero went for a pin- 
fall, but Lesnar kicked out just before the three-count. With 
the crowd in bedlam, the two battled with everything they 
had left. Brock once again went for an F-5, but Eddie slipped 
out and countered it into a DDT. He then climbed to the top 
rope and hit his vaunted Frog Splash on the prone champion. 
Three seconds later, Guerrero's dream had become reality. He 
had done it. He had defeated Brock Lesnar and became—no, 
he had earned—the right to be called WWE Champion. 

Overcome with emotion, he dove into the crowd to cel- 
ebrate. The fans passed him.around as if he were іп a mosh 
pit, and the ring announcer called out to the world that there 
was a new WWE Champion. 

When Guerrero finally made his way to the back, he was 
surrounded by friends and family, who gave him a standing 
ovation. Tears of joy ran down his face. The tears of a champion. 

"It's unbelievable. I can't describe how I feel," he said as he 
clutched the championship belt. “It’s my dream come true, 
more than my dream, actually. I know all things are possible 
now. Even though this was a dream of mine, sometimes | 
wondered if it was too far-fetched. You want to grab all your 
dreams with all your heart, but sometimes they seem so far 
away that you can’t.

While others certainly helped Guerrero along the way, this 
night belonged to him. He brought his shovel. He did his 
work. And now he could hear the words that he dreamed of 
hearing his whole life: Eddie Guerrero, WWE Champion. B

I do feel 
pressure from some of the older guys 
that I respect, the guys that have put in 
their time, that really look to me to be 
a leader in the locker room. Sometimes 
I wanna be а cut-up and a smartass, but 
I feel like I hold myself back because 
I have responsibility now. I'm one of 
our most recognizable Superstars. You 
can't hide a 7-foot, 500-pound guy 
under а hat and sunglasses.

one for even the most seasoned Superstars. Time begins to move at an

psyche. Media attention is relentless. Training is more intense. An injury 
acquired along the road to WrestleMania will likely be hidden; no one 
wants to be scratched from the card, and míss a chance to make history.

BROCK DUBS HIMSELF 


“UNBEATABLE” 


This year, Brock lesnar appeared 
almost nonchalant—at least in pub- 
lic—about his role at WrestleMania 
AX. Despite his youth, he carried 
himself like a veteran who'd been 
through the pressure before. While 
other guys barely cracked a smile 
in the dressing room, Lesnar could 
be seen curling the side of his lip, 
chuckling to himself. Like always, 
his skin was flushed, and his body 
tensed; that was the way Lesnar 
looked whenever he engaged in 
combat. Yet he claimed to be less 
than intimidated by his mighty 
adversary, Bill Goldberg, or the 
event itself. 

The significance of competing 
at the 20 annual WrestleMania 
almost seemed lost on Lesnar. It 
was as if he'd always expected to be 
there—in one of the top matches at 
New York's Madison Square Garden 
for perhaps the most important 
card that the company ever pre- 
sented—from the day he made his 
WWE debut. 

Perhaps Lesnar's confidence was 
rooted in something most mortals 


cannot comprehend: a lifetime of 
winning virtually every competi- 
tion he'd entered. Or maybe his 
poise was based on his experience 
of upending Kurt Angle for the 
WWE Championship a year ago 
at WrestleMania XIX in Seattle. 
During the course of that match, 
Brock knocked himself out when he 
missed a Shooting-Star Press, and 
still managed to spring back to life 
and continue the fray—instilling in 
every observer the perception that 
the farm boy chiseled from the ice 
of the upper Midwest was pretty 
close to indestructible. When the 
show was over, Angle was laying on 
a gurney with a broken neck, while 
Lesnar prepared to continue his 
frightful rampage through WWE. 
` “All you have to do is look at my 
match against Kurt last year to fig- 
ure out what I bring to WrestleMania 
XX," Brock boasted. "What I bring 
to WrestleMania XX is one hell of an 
ass-whipping." 

In that respect, Lesnar has 
changed little from the man he was 
when he entered WWE in March 
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2002 after compiling an astonish- 
ing 50-2 record at the University of 
Minnesota, becoming a four-time 
All-American, and winning the 
2000 NCAA heavyweight wrestling 
championship. 


While many amateur greats from 
times past were not able to transi- 
tion to the demands of the pro 
sport, Brock instinctively knew that 
he would excel. Instead of failure 
and disappointment, he'd follow 
the paths of men like Angle, Danny 
Hodge, Riki Choshu and Jack Brisco, 
amateur champions whose domi- 
nance in professional wrestling 
altered the very nature of the sport. 

"It took me 19 years to achieve 
the pinnacle of amateur athletics, 
to become an NCAA Division I wres- 
tling champion," Lesnar explained. 
"When I joined WWE, I brought 
my credibility and athleticism with 
me. 1 knew that there was no way | 
could achieve anything but great- 
ness." 

Almost instantly, Lesnar realized 
his dream. After blazing through the 
other tournament entries to become 
the 2002 King of the Ring, Lesnar 
was matched against The Rock at 








SummerSlam later in the year, As with 
Goldberg at WrestleMania XX, Brock 
was facing a bona fide icon. That 
alone would make this bout a critical 
one. But there was one more factor at 
play—an opportunity few receive in 
their rookie year. The Rock entered 
SummerSlam as the WWE Champion. 
When the final bell sounded, 24-year- 
old Brock Lesnar was awarded the 
gold. 

"Fifty years from now, I'll be 
remembered as the youngest WWE 
Champion ever,” Lesnar said. “And 
if there ever is a younger man who 
manages to win the title, he'll be one 
lucky bastard. He certainly will not 
have earned it the way I did—by a 
combination of determination and 
pure skill. In a dream match against 
the Brock Lesnar of today, he'd lose his 
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championship very, very quickly.” 

Within three months, Brock would 
drop the crown to Big Show under 
controversial circumstances. While 
other athletes might have been dis- 
couraged, Lesnar continued to tear 
apart opponents. He operated on the 
assumption that the title would return 
to him eventually. He was right. The 
championship first bounced to Angle, 
who lost it to Lesnar at WrestleMania 
XIX. After Angle recaptured the gold 
at Vengeance in July 2003, Brock 
remained lock-step behind his rival, 
winning back the prize in the first Iron 
Man Match broadcast on SmackDown! 
in September. 

When his peers watched Lesnar 
viciously bash Angle with a chair 
in the latter stages of the contest, 
setting up the Olvmpian for the 
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loss, more than a few shuddered. 
some hoped to avoid a skirmish 
with Lesnar, opting to remain on 
the sidelines on the hope that he'd 
slip from his perch like Tommy Rich, 
Sycho Sid and others who couldn't 
maintain their spots after winning a 
major championship. 

Then came the horrible realiza- 
tion: Lesnar would experience no 
sophomore jinx. 

"What even is a sophomore jinx?" 
he asked with a sneer. “I’m a badass. 
Im а damn machine. I’m always 
ready to go.” 

Lesnar is not the first to convey 
this attitude. Former WWE kingpins 
like Shawn Michaels, Hulk Hogan and 
Ultimate Warrior employed this rhet- 
oric publicly, while Bob Backlund and 
Bruno Sammartino quietly adhered to 
the same belief as they defended their 
titles for years. 

When asked about these men, 
Brock refused to discuss wrestling his- 
tory, or measure himself against his 
championship predecessors. 

“I’m very unique,” he said. "I don't 
care who was the champion. I live 
for now. Look at it this way: I've only 
been in the business two vears, and 
people are already comparing them- 
selves to my legacy. Two years. Three 
championships. That's a pretty good 
legacy." ш

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THE REAL STORY BEHIND THE WORM-STINKFACE REUNION 
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With each hour, the pain that had sidelined Scotty 2 Hotty seemed to diminish. It was 
wishful thinking, of course, but the hours couldn't go by fast enough. His sabbatical from 
WWE was tolerable at first. He’d been in so much agony from his accumulated neck 
injuries that he actually welcomed the time to recuperate. But those days had faded, and, 
now, Scotty just needed to get back. 

He looked at the collection of Superstars on the SmackDown! roster, from Brock Lesnar, 
Undertaker and John Cena, to Eddie Guerrero, Big Show and the World’s Greatest Tag 
Team. It was an overwhelming collection of talent, and Scotty wondered where he'd fit 
in. As a former WWE Light Heavyweight Champion, he contemplated throwing himself 
into contention for the Cruiserweight title. Or, if he was feeling particularly bold, he 
could zero in on the WWE Championship. Others in the past, like Shannon Moore, had 
embarked on the same endeavor with less-than-stellar results. But Scotty told himself 
that he was different. 

Then, one day, close to the time that he was scheduled to make his official comeback, 
Scotty received a call from an old friend. It was Rikishi. He was also home, recovering from 
eye surgery. At first, they innocently discussed times past, in particular their partnership 
in 1999 and 2000, when they teamed with "Grandmaster Sexay" Brian Christopher. 
There'd been a lot of fanfare surrounding the trio, and both Scotty and Rikishi had a 
blast. As they chuckled over a road story, Scotty suddenly became deadly serious. 

"It only makes sense," he said to Rikishi, "for us to join up again." 

Several months later, the idea has become reality. While others can't recapture 
the past, Scotty and Rikishi believe that the present is even better. The sight of the pair 
dancing after a victory reminds fans of the "Attitude" era they both represented. But the 
duo is much more than a nostalgia act. 

"Because we were both home recovering, we had a lot of time to think about 
what we'd do when that bell rang," Scotty says. "If you watch us closely, you'll see 
that, as a tag team, we're smoother than we were before. We still get an unbelievable 
reaction. And I think it's because most people are too serious today. It's time to do 
something that's a little fun." 

The pair had first met in 1996. Scotty was a lifelong WWE fan who'd sent the 
company a letter as a child, inquiring about a way to become part of the action. Rikishi— 
the nephew of former WWE Tag Team Champions Afa & Sika (the Wild Samoans), and 





cousin of former WWE champ Yokozuna—had been bounc- 
ing around the business for several years. He was wrestling 
under a mask as the Sultan at the time, and noticed Scotty— 
who was just getting his feet wet in the industry—sitting in 
the airport in Montreal. 

“My bag had gotten lost, and my ride ditched me,” Scotty 
says. “Rikishi waited there all day with me, until my bag 
arrived, then drove me to the arena.” 

Scotty went on to form Too Cool—a rowdy combination 
destined for the Tag Team Championship—with Grandmaster 
Sexay. But Rikishi was never far away, doing his own thing, 
like smothering opponents with his notorious Stinkface. At 
a certain point, the hulking Pacific Islander merged with the 
hip-hoppers and burned up arenas around the world. 

“Brian and I used to like to dance,” Scotty says. “Then, 
Rikishi began dancing with us, and he was probably the best 
dancer of the three.” " 

In the excitement of a match, Scotty was prone to wiggle 
on the canvas, and entertain a crowd with his version of The 
Worm. But, with Rikishi egging him on, the routine took on 
a new dimension. 

"Everything came together, piece by piece," Scotty says. 
“Га knock down my opponent, and the crowd would spell 
out, W-O-R-M.' Then, Га move my arms back and forth, 
while the crowd went, ‘Hoo, hoo, hoo, hoo’ And finally, I'd 
chop the other guy across the chest." 

It was an age in WWE that many now romanticize, with 
Stone Cold Steve Austin giving Vince McMahon the double- 
finger, The Rock threatening to stick objects up an antag- 
onist's "candy ass," and Mick Foley plummeting off cages. 
Scotty loved it, even as his body rebelled against the furious 
pace of his matches. 

He doesn't remember when he first ruptured his disc. But, 
the longer he ignored the pain, the worse it became. “On 
some nights, I had no pain," he says. "On other nights, I'd 
get in the car, and couldn't turn my head." 

He missed four months in 2001. After he returned to the 
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ring, he found that the problems persisted. Оп Мау 7, 2002, 
four of his discs were fused together. Scotty’s surgeon, Dr. 
Lloyd Youngblood, told him that he'd be on the disabled list 
for at least a year. 

“I knew it was a long injury, and was ready to deal with 
it," Scotty says. "Mentally, I was okay, until WrestleMania XIX. 
Other guys who'd had neck surgery, like Steve Austin and 
Chris Benoit, told me not to even watch the show because 
it would make me frustrated. Well, I had to watch. And after 
that, I couldn't think about anything else except coming 
back." 

Aware that he'd been untested for a lengthy stretch of 
time, Scotty headed to Ohio Valley Wrestling (OVW), WWE's 
developmental territory, as soon as he received medical clear- 
ance. Matched against young, hungry athletes, he quickly 
regained his edge. Now, there was another conversation with 
Rikishi. 

"I want to go to WWE," Scotty said to him, "and show the 
people what they've been missing while we've been away." 

Thus far, the pair's chemistry is close to flawless. Scotty 
seems lighter on his feet than ever before, maneuvering his 
wiry form to slip out of full nelsons and armlocks, surprising 
charging opponents with drop toeholds, and blasting rivals 
with enziguris—or crescent kicks—when they dare venture 
too close. 

Rikishi spends his time rocketing off the ropes, leveling 
rivals with sidekicks, crunching people with Samoan drops, 
and using his strength to lift two foes at once and take them 
to the canvas with double suplexes. 

In one recent match, he stacked both opponents in the corner, 
charged backward, and gave each a separate Stinkface. 

"Iove when we bring the kids in the ring after we win, and 
have them dance with us," Scotty says. "Two minutes earlier, 
they were watching the show. Now, they're part of it." 

Occasionally, during these spectacles, the pair will notice 
their opponents dragging themselves toward the dressing 
room, and looking back at the dance number in disgust. 

"That's fine with me," Scotty says. "Because they can't 
do anything to stop our energy. They might be strong, they 
might be tough, they might be technical. But Rikishi and 1 
can do а lot more than dance." Ш

"Safeco Field sounded so cool, and 
the fans were really, really loud. It felt 
like the whole place was absolutely | | 
shaking," A-Train says. "| was just | 
in awe. After Undertaker was intro- 
duced by Limp Bizkit, the fans were Ё 
really going nuts. So when Big Show 
and | came out, it was already pretty 
Crazy. Everything almost seemed like 
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it was happening in slow 
motion. Just walking down 
that long ramp and look- 
ing around the stadium to 
see the entire crowd was 
unbelievable. The infield 
was packed, and it seemed 
deafening. | also had my 
own cheering section in the 
audience to cheer for me, 
as my family, friends, and 
girlfriend all flew out to 
Seattle." 

As soon as A-Train com- 
pleted his journey to ring- 
side, he wasted no time to 
raise the Deadman's ire. In 
an act of sheer defiance, 
the hairy sasquatch spat 
on 'Taker's prized motor- 
cycle, leading to an ugly 
confrontation between 
the two giants. He and 
-Big Show double-teamed 
"Taker throughout the bet- 
ter part of the contest, but 
Undertaker defiantly fought 
to protect his undefeated 
WrestleMania record. 

"Undertaker and | really 
went at each other in there," 
A-Train says. "Show and | 
took turns putting him in 
an abdominal stretch, and 
that was really straining. 
‘Taker and | also traded a 
ton of punches, so | got to : 
beat him down pretty good. Overall, 
l'd say that the match went really 
well. It's cool enough competing 
against Undertaker, but when it's at 
WrestleMania, that's a real thrill." 

Despite their obvious advantage, 
Big Show & A-Train were held off 
long enough for Jones to recover 
and run to the ring to aid his weak- 
ened ally. And just as Jones kicked 
Big Show on the outside of the 
ring, Undertaker hoisted up A-Train 
and promptly Tombstoned him to 
collect the three-count. Despite his 
wholehearted effort, A-Train was 
upended by the Phenom. But the 
loss was bittersweet, as A-Train also 


| accomplished one of his lifelong 
goals—competing in a high-profile 
| WrestleMania match. 


"This was pretty much what | got 
into wrestling for" A-Train says. 71 
can remember watching all of the 


WrestleManias when | was growing | 


up, and it was what | had always 
wanted to do, so, when | finally did it, 
it was like a dream come true."

Makes a 
Splash on 
SmackDown! 


When Chavo Guerrero Sr. showed up 






unexpectedly on SmackDown! to defend | 


his son, some WWE fans may not have 


been familiar with the elder Guerrero. | 


But the man who many thought was 
only Eddie Guerrero's older brother is 
actually an international Superstar and 
a lucha libre legend. 

The oldest son of Gory Guerrero, 
Chavo Sr. was a wrestling fan from 


birth, and he knew from a very early | 


age that he was destined for a career in 
sports-entertainment. • 

“What can | say? | grew up in a wres- 
tling family," he says. “My father was a 
professional wrestler. | was surrounded 


by it and knew all about wrestling from | 
when | was first able to walk. | wrestled | 
in high school and got into college on à | 


wrestling scholarship. | even represented 
Mexico in the 1968 Olympics. Then after 
college, | coached wrestling for three 
years before turning pro in "72." 

During the early "705, Chavo Sr. fur- 
ther honed his skills and continued to 


train under his father's tutelage. He even 


began participating in overseas tours. 


"| began working in Japan a lot," | 


he says. "In fact, | worked with Arn 
Anderson when | went on my very first 
Japanese tour, and | also worked in a lot 
of the same shows as Ric Flair, but, unfor- 
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Chavo Guerrero Sr. 


tunately, | never got to compete against 
him. Japan really became my forte, and 
I've been to the country 56 times. l'm 
regarded as a legend out there." 

In 1975, Chavo Sr. began working for 
promoter Mike LeBelle in the National 
Wrestling Alliance's Los Angeles terri- 
tory and competed in L.A.’s famous 
| Olympic Auditorium, where he took 


part in legendary battles for the NWA 
| Americas Heavyweight title. Throughout 
the mid-to-late "705, he visited almost 
all of the other major territories, and 
he even captured the NWA Americas 
Tag Team title with his father Gory. As a 
singles competitor, Chavo was involved 
in a long-running rivalry with a young 
"Rowdy" Roddy Piper, and in 1977, the 








two exchanged the NWA World Junior 
Heavyweight title back and forth. 

“| traveled to cities like New York, 
Chicago and pretty much everywhere 
in the U.S,” Chavo Sr. says. “I was 
the NWA champion five times in the 
Light Heavyweight/ International Junior 
Heavyweight divisions, and | wrestled 
for pretty much every major pro- 
motion, including WWE. One of my 


more memorable WWE matches was | 


in 1980 against Tatsumi Fujinami for 


the Junior Heavyweight title at Shea | 
Stadium. | also competed for all of | 


the major championships against leg- 
endary performers like Dory Funk Jr., 
Terry Funk, Nick Bockwinkel, Superstar 
Billy Graham, Billy Robinson and Harley 
Race. And that's something I'm really 






very proud of." 

In the '80s, Chavo returned to his 
home state of Texas and began working 
for Southwest Championship Wrestling, 


where he won the Southwest Junior | 


Heavyweight and World Tag Team titles. 

"While working for SCW, | wrestled a 
lot of tough guys, like Gino Hernandez, 
Dick Slater and Tully Blanchard, but one 
of my fondest memories of my time 
down there was the Royal Order of the 
Chicken," he says.

Guerrero says. “I still try to keep myself 
in pretty good condition, and although 
| don't wrestle full-time, ۱ am always 
ready in case I get the call." 

In January, Chavo Sr. returned to 


| WWE in an attempt to bring peace 
to the Guerrero family. But while his 
| brother Eddie had his back turned, 





Chavo Sr. blindsided him and helped 
his son dismantle their fallen relative. 
"l've wrestled my family members, 
like my son and brothers, but we were 
usually just playing around," Chavo Sr. 
says. “It’s never gotten as serious as 
it did with Eddie and Chavito. Those 
two started it, and | had to step in. 
Eddie needed to be taught a lesson—he 
started thinking that he was better than 
the rest of the Guerreros and tried to 
steal the limelight. My motto is 'all for 
one, or none at all.’ He chose the latter, 
and since I’m his big brother, it's up to 
me to teach him right from wrong." 
Despite their recent quarrel, Chavo 
5r. hopes that he and Chavito's differ- 
ences with Eddie can still be resolved. 
"Family matters are very personal, espe- 







| | cially when it comes to the Guerreros," 


Chavo Sr. says, “We'll just have to wait 
and see what happens, but I think that 
we'll make up sooner or later, because, 
after all, we're family. It's just that we're in 
a physical business, and when we act, we 
act physically. The Guerreros have always 
been taught that way, and this time it just 
went a little too far." IM

Morgan debut on SmackDown! in November. In fact, he was so enraged that 

he immediately called his attorneys and asked them to prepare a case against 
Paul Heyman and SmackDown! for raiding the biggest blue-chipper in the WWE 
farm system. After months of deliberation, Bischoff's attorney has finally presented 
a case claiming that when Heyman offered the near 7-foot-monster a spot in a high- 
profile elimination match at Survivor Series, he used unfair business practices. The 
case made it all the way up to the Board of Directors, where a split decision was 
ruled in favor of Heyman. The executives claimed that since the Survivor Series was 
a joint pay-per-view, Bischoff easily could have offered Morgan a spot on his Team 
Bischoff. But since Bischoff didn't do so, it was perfectly legal for Heyman to acquire 
Morgan’s services. The panel also ruled that any other drafts of this significance 
would be subject to its approval.
